EXAMINER COMMENT 
Priority 

1 . Applicant's assertion tliat tlie "a Continuation-in-Part (CIP) application should be 
permitted to claim the benefit of the filing date of an earlier non-provisional application" 
(Remarks 23-24) is noted. The Examiner agrees that the present application is a CIP 
application and that it is entitled to claim priority to the prior filed applications. However, 
as noted in the Office action of 7/1 1/2008 (§3), the claims of the present application are 
not supported by the disclosure of the prior filed applications, U.S. Patent Application 
No. 09/782,380 and 09/087,623 (Now US Patent No. 6,219,694). Therefore, the claims 
of the present office action are not entitled to receive the benefit of the earlier filing date. 

While the present application may be a continuation-in-part of one or more of the 
prior filed applications, the claims of the present application are not entitled to an 
effective filing date as of the date any of the above noted prior applications were filed. 
Since the application also claims priority to US provisional application 60/227,947, 
which does appear to provide support for the current claims, the effective filing date of 
all pending claims in the filing date of the provisional application, 8/25/2000. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendments to claims 1 , 32 and 41 are sufficient to overcome all 
pending prior art rejections.
